Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12, 34-40, and 53-64 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art failed to 
establish a planar electron emitter with an element with a first and second surface, means for 
providing an electric field across at least across at least part of the element where the element 
comprises a material system to reduce electron scattering by having a predetermined crystal 
orientation to the first or second surface and by having an impurity concentration of less than 
10^14 cm-3 and the material layer has a thickness in a direction at least perpendicular to the first 
or the second surface, which is equal to or larger than 0.2 micrometer
